Local artist featured 
in museum exhibit

Grayling wildlife artist 
Kimberly Rae Diment has a 
painting included in the Art and 
the Animal exhibition at the 
Dennos Museum Center in 
Traverse City, which also fea- 
tures the work of four other 
Michigan artists. 

~The 2011 Art and the Animal 
exhibition is the flagship exhibi- 
tion of The Society of Animal 
Artists (SAA), an organization 
dedicated to maintaining the 
highest standards among painters 
and sculptors who specialize in 
animal subject matter. The SAA 
draws upon the artistic talent of 
over 500 members from Africa, 
Asia, Australia, Europe, and 
North and South America. 
Combining natural history and 
fine art in creative ways, this 


annual exhibition is juried by dis- . 


tinguished experts, Combining 
natural history and fine art in cre- 
alive ways, this annual exhibition 
of over 120 works represents 
some of the finest work done in 
this artistic genre. 

“We are pleased to host this 
international exhibition at the 
Dennos,” said Gene Jenneman, 
director of the Dennos Museum 
Center. “The exhibition includes 
work by artists from nine coun- 
tries with the state of Michigan 
being well represented with work 
by five artists including Anni M. 
Crouter, Flint; Diment, Grayling; 
Rod Lawrence, Kalkaska; TJ. 
Lick, Boyne City; and Rick Pas, 
Lapeer.” 

Diment became involved with 
the SAA in 2006. She was then 
juried into three exhibitions, 
which gives her a signature mem- 
ber designation with the organi- 


zation. 

“It’s pretty competitive and 
they are really trying to keep to 
where they have a group with 
good art,” Diment said. 

Diment’s painting in the Art 
and the Animal exhibition fea- 
tures a breeding herd of elephants 
that she and a group of wildlife 
artists witnessed in Kenya in 
2004. As the elephants were 
crossing a river, the small cle- 
phants played in the water, while 
the larger male and female cle- 
phants stood guard. 

“They seemed to make a fun 
day at the beach kind of time out 
of it,’ said Diment, adding the 
elephants veered away from their 
camp site afler crossing the river. 

Last year, Diment’s painting in 
the SAA exhibit, which was at 
the San Diego Natural History 
Museum, was called “A Bird in 
the Hand,” which featured a bird 
that had escaped an ocelot, The 
exhibition was the SAA’s 50th 
annual exhibit. 

Diment said she was honored 
to have the SAA opening exhibit 
held in Traverse City and hopes 
the Dennos Museum will be on 
future tours for the art show. 

“In Michigan, we’ve got some 
of the best wildlife artist that 
there are,’ Diment said. “We had 
five people from Michigan get 
into the show, which is really, 
really good considering it’s rep- 
resented all over the world and 
the majority of its members are 
from the United States and 
Canada.” 

Last Memorial Day weekend, 
Diment and photographer/partner 
Ken Wright opened _ the 
Mainstream Art Gallery in tan- 
dem with the opening of the 
AuSable Artisan Village Art 


Gallery. 

“We love having them as 
neighbors and with people com- 
ing to Grayling, it’s a lot better to 
have two galleries than just one,” 
Diment said. “We kind of help 
each other.” 

Diment said she has been 
pleasantly surprised with the 
business the gallery has received. 
She looks forward to working on 
her art in the gallery as winter 
and slower times near. 

“If someone comes in, that’s 
fine,’ Diment said. “If not, at 
least I will have a work day away 
from home, which always makes 
it fun for me to go have some 
lunch in town and have a social 
life instead of camping out at 
home.” 

Diment’s love for animals 
began in her childhood. Her 
mother, Bev, would get out 


crayons and watercolors-on rainy ° 


days, while her father, Bob, was a 
wood shop teacher and would cut 
out animals for her to paint, 

“The Jove of animals came 
first, the love of drawing came 
secondary and [ could never split 
them up after that,’ Diment said. 

Diment, who grew up in 
Oscoda, said early teachers were 
also instrumental in the evolution 
of animals and the arts. Peg 
Ridgway, a Michigan Audubon 
Sociely past president, was 
Diment’s second grade teacher 
and urged her to enter art compe- 
titions and learn about birds, flora 
and fauna. 

“That’s the first person that 
married the two, the artwork with 
the animals,” Diment said. 

The Art and the Animal 
Exhibition wall remain at the 
Dennos Museum Center until 
Dec. 30.

springing up anew in such spots as 
Frankfurt, Lisbon, London, Paris, 
Greece, Australia, Japan, the 
Philippines and some African 
nations. 

America’s economic sufferings 
are not isolated.

THE RIGHT TO protest is a 
long-standing and honorable one, 
and for the most part today’s pro- 
testers deserve praise for orderly 
conduct, concentrated purpose, 
and ever-growing participation. 

If this is truty the voice of the 
people, then our country has big- 
ger problems than many of us real- 
ize, especially folks who hold pub- 
lic office. 

I understand the protesters are 
concerned about America’s eco- 
nomic condition, unemployment, 
taxes, stalemates between the 
President and Congress especially 
on taxes and spending, and lots of 
other things that make simple day 
to day existence tough for people 


who can’t find jobs and even for 
those who are lucky enough to 
have jobs of some sort that don’t 
pay enough to provide basic com- 
fort. 

I understand they’re mad at 
banks and other financial institu- 
tions and corporations in general 
which seem to have lots of money 
and pay humongous salaries and 
bonuses to top executives who live 
lavishly. This concern is com- 
pounded by knowing that many of 
these institutions received big 
bucks from bail-outs and federal 
programs just a few months ago 
and are now oozing profits and 
bonuses. 

In a nutshell, the issue is framed 
as “us versus:them,” or more collo- 
quially as the common 99 percent 
versus the elite one percent. 

BUT WHAT are the solutions? 
No feasible answers come easily 
to the fore. 

Whatever the problems, in 
America corrections hopefully 
will come through our govern- 
ments and their elected officials — 


a fact which makes next year’s 
general elections and primaries 
more important than usual. 

If the Occupy Wall Street move- 
ment is a true cilizens’ movement 
and not just a blip on this autumn’s 
calendar, it is a movement without 
a leader, and an effective move- 
ment needs leadership to translate 
concerns into reforms. 

In many cases of citizen protest, 
a charismatic and convincing indi- 
vidual or small group as yet 
unknown arises from their own 
ranks to give voice to the protests. 

In this case, it’s more likely that 
someone already in the public eye 
will claim kinship with the protest- 
ers and try to step in at the head of 
the parade as its leader. 

President Barack Obama could 
be in position to try this route, 
although many may see him and 
his presidency as part of the prob- 
lem and not the solution. 

One or more of the Republican 
presidential hopefuls could try the 
same tactic, but many protesters 
may equate Republicans with the 
financial leaders already the pri- 


mary target for the Occupy Walt 
Street rallies. 

Labor union leadership may 
seek to command the moment, or 
someone from the civil rights 
movements may step forward. 

* * * 

AT THIS POINT, leadership of 
the “struggling little people versus 
the big super rich” movement is up 
for grabs. 

It’s possible that once the con- 
cerns of millions of struggling 
Americans are identified and reg- 
istered, even though not solved, 
the protesters may just leave and 
go home. 

That’s not likely. 

Their concerted activities have 
struck a nerve in America’s con- 
science and it will not disappear 
untended. 

They deserve answers. 
deserve solutions.

Motorists are reminded 
to treat school bus lights 
like traffic signals during 
National School Bus 
Safety Week, Oct. 17-21. 

When a_ school bus’ 
overhead lights are flash- 
ing yellow, motorists 
should prepare to stop. 

When its overhead lights 
are flashing red, motorists 
must stop. 

When a bus’ hazard 
lights are _ flashing, 
motorists should proceed 
with caution. 

Failure to obey these 
rules could result in costly 
fines and fees. In July, 
Public Acts 59 and 60 of 
2011 took effect, increas- 
ing the penalties for 
motorists who fail to exer- 
cise caution in school bus 
safety zones. The new laws 
double the fines for mov- 
ing violations committed 
in a school bus safety zone 
and make it a misde- 
meanor for injuring and a

felony for killing a child 
getting on or off a school 
bus. 

Motorists should also 
slow down in or near 
school and residential 
areas and watch for chil- 


dren emerging from 
between parked cars and 
other objects. “School 


buses are considered the 
safest form of transporta- 
tion to and from school,” 
said Michael L. Prince, 
Office of Highway Safety 
Planning director. 
“However, getting on and 
off the bus poses a great 
risk to students.” 

In 2010, Michigan 
school buses were involved 
in 882 crashes that resulted 
in 273 injuries, according 
to Michigan Traffic Crash 
Facts. A majority of those 
injured were drivers and 
passengers in motor vehi- 
cles involved in crashes 
with buses. Two people 
died in school  bus- 


involved crashes, a passen- 
ger vehicle occupant and a 
student who was struck by 
a tree branch while leaning 
out the bus window. 

During National School 
Bus Safety Week, parents 
are also encouraged to 
remind children about 
safety while waiting for the 
bus and walking to school. 

When entering and exit- 
ing a school bus, children 
should walk 10 feet away 
from the bus before turn- 
ing. 

Children crossing in 
front of the bus should 
move forward, away from 
the bus until they can make 
eye contact with the driver 
and should never cross 
without the driver's per- 
mission.

* Shoe shop in the late 
afternoon, since feet swell 
throughout the day, and 
have both feet professional- 
ly fitted. Wear the type of 
socks you intend to wear 
while walking and be sure 
the shoe fits snugly, but not 
tightly, over the sock. Your 
toes should have plenty of 
room to move around. 

Deal with diabetes 

Diabetes symptoms often 
appear in the feet first, and 
the extremities can be hit 
hard by this chronic disease. 
In fact, diabetes complica- 
tions lead to more than 
65,000 lower limb amputa- 
tions each year. Including a 
podiatrist in your diabetes 
care can reduce the risk of 
amputation up to 85 percent. 
_ Learn to recognize warn- 
ing signs that often appear 
in the feet, including 
changes in skin -color, 
swelling, numbness, pain, 
open sores that heal slowly, 
ingrown or fungal toenails, 
bleeding corns and calluses 
and dry cracks in the skin, 
especially around the heels.

Manage arthritis 

Arthritis can affect the 
structure and function of 
your feet. Common symp- 
toms in the feet include joint 
swelling, joint pain or ten- 
derness, redness or heat im 
joints, limited movement, 
early morning stiffness, and 
skin changes, including 
rashes and growths. 

Podiatrists are often the 
first to diagnose a patient's 
arthritis. Treatment can take 
many forms, including 
physical therapy, exercise, 
and medication. Receiving 
regular check-ups are vital 
to successfully managing 
the condition. 

General foot health 

In addition to shoes that 
fit properly, it's important to 
choose socks, pantyhose or 
stockings that also fit well 
and are free of scams.

When to seek help 

William Ungureit, clinical 
director of the physician 
assistant training program at 
South University in Tampa, 
Fla., says there are some 
important signs that will tell 
you when to seek profession- 
al care. 

"If the joint is warm to the 
touch and swollen, seek 
immediate help," Ungureit 
says. "Those are signs of a 
possible infection, something 
that won't get better on its 
own." 

Likewise, if you know that 
the joint pain is the result of 
an injury such as a fall, put 
an ice pack on the injury and 
seek help right away. This 
type of injury will usually be 
accompanied by swelling 
and the inability to bear 
weight. 

Otherwise, painful joints 
often can be treated at home’ 


Five reasons to address your 


(ARA} — If you're having 
problems hearing but haven't 
yet done anything to address 
them, you're not alone. Every 
day people put off getting 
help for hearing loss for a 
number of reasons that range 
from not wanting to show 
signs of vulnerability to 
being fearful of having to 
wear a bulky hearing aid.

with over-the-counter pain 
relievers such as ibuprofen or 
Naproxen sodium.

"Cold therapy (ice) can be 
used for chronic injuries, 
such as pain after running," 
says Ungureit. "Heat therapy 
is recommended for injuries 
that have no inflammation or 
swelling. Heat is ideal for 
sore, stiff, nagging muscle or 
joint pain." 

If you decide to treat the 
pain at home, you still need 
to see your primary care 
physician if the pain lasts 
more than two weeks, Your 
physician may offer prescrip- 
tion pain relievers or other 
treatment. 

Chronic joint pain 

Treatment for chronic joint 
pain may be more involved, 
Ungureit says. "Non-inflam- 
matory joint pain usually sig- 
nifies osteoarthritis, which is 
caused by trauma to the joint 
or degeneration of the joint 
tissue in weight-bearing 
joints." 

That means the knee, hip 
and spinal joints. 

According to the U.S. 
Bone and Joint Initiative, a 
movement sanctioned by the 


tant items in conversation or 
unconsctously withdrawing 
yourself from your duties. 
Correcting hearing problems 
can allow you to perform 
your job to the best of your 
ability. 

2. Improve your social life. 
Whether you know it or not, 
hearing problems can cause 
you to communicate ineffec- 
tively with others, which can 
hinder relationship building.

3. Improve your relation- 
ship with your family.

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World Health Organization, 
one in five Americans has 
some form of arthritis. And 


-contrary to the perception 


that arthritis is a disease of 
the elderly, more than half of 
those with arthritis are under 
the age of 65. 

There is no cure for 
osteoarthritis, but it can be 
managed with pain killers, 
physical therapy, steroid 
injections such as cortisone, 
or other injections to help 
lubricate the joint. As a last 
resort, surgery to realign or 
completely replace a joint 
may be an option, Complete 
joint replacement is now 
available for the knee, shoul- 
der, hip and ankle. 

Motion is lotion 

Although you can't prevent 
osteoarthritis, you can do 
things to help lessen its onset 
and its painful effects. 
“Losing weight and exercis- 
ing regularly are great ways 
to combat osteoarthritis,” 
says Ungureit. "When it 
comes to joints, we say that 
‘motion is lotion.’ Dropping 
five or 10 pounds may not 
seem like much, but five 
pounds per step adds up fair- 
ly quickly on your joints."

Kibbey Etue, director of the 
MSP. “Take Back Day helps 
prevent potential dangers that 
the misuse of these drugs can 
cause.” 

This initiative addresses a 
vital public safety and public 
health issue. According to the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health, since 
2000 over 550 overdoses and 
drug poisoning deaths have 
been recorded in northern 
and central Michigan. The 
majority of these deaths are 
related to prescription drugs. 
Studies show that a majority 
of abused prescription drugs 
are obtained from family and 
friends, including from the 
home medicine cabinets. 

More than seven million 
Americans currently abuse 
prescription drugs, according 
to the 2009 Substance Abuse 
and Mental Health Services 
Administration’s National 
Survey on Drug Use and 
Health. Each day, approxi- 
mately, 2,500 teens use pre- 
scription drugs to get high for 
the first time according to the 
Partnership for a Drug Free 
America. 

In addition, Americans are 
now advised that their usual 
methods for disposing of 
unused medicines, flushing 
them down the toilet or 
throwing them in the trash, 
both pose potential safety and 
health hazards. In Michigan 
and across the country, this 
has led to an emerging prob- 
lem of trace amounts of 
chemicals showing up in our 
water, 

Four days after the first 
Take-Back event in 
september 2010, Congress 
passed the Secure and 
Responsible Drug Disposal 
Act of 2010, which amends 
ihe Controlied Substances 
Act to allow an ultimate user 
of controlled substance med- 
ications to dispose of them by 
delivering them to entities 
authorized by the Attorney 
General. The Act allows the 
Attorney General to autho- 
rize long term care facilities 
lo dispose of their residents’ 
controlled substances in cer- 
tain instances. The DEA has 
begun drafting regulations to 
implement the Act, a process 
that can take as tong as 24 
months. 

Until new regulations are 
in place, local Jaw enforce- 
ment agencies like the 
Crawford County Sheriff's

“Since founding Great 
Lakes Clean Water and devel- 
oping the Yellow Jug Old 
Drugs program, our goal was 
to provide a comprehensive 
statewide approached to sate 
and proper disposal of 
unused, unwanted drugs,” 
said Chris Angel, the presi- 
dent of the Great Lakes Clean 
Water Board of Directors. 
“We are extremely pleased 
that the Yellow Jug Old 
Drugs program is being so 
well received by pharmacies 
and their customers. Because 
of the positive response and 
the support of communily- 
minded pharmacies, we are 
now able to provide this very 
important service to even 
more communities to help 
keep all of our water clean in 
the Great Lakes region.” 

There is no cost for indi- 
viduals to bring unused, 
unwanted drugs lo a partici- 
pating pharmacy and dona- 
tions from individuals are 
accepted to help support the 
program.
